Two cases have been taken up in front of the Regional 
and National Board in the last month. The case of the 
Aircraft engine mount welders and drill press ‘operators 


for an increase from 97c to $1.10 was turned down. Two 
a 


delegates from the group 
appeared before the board 
together with members of 
the committee. 

The case of the female san- 
ders, Aircraft division, was heard 
’ before the National Board on the 
15th. This group had already 
been granted a 5c increase retro- 
active to last April, by the Re- 
gional Board, and the Company 
refused to pay it. The National 
Board, after hearing all the ar- 
guments from both sides, re- 
served judgment on the case, and 
to date no decision has been re- 
ceived. 


Several cases of unjust penal- 
ties have been taken up recently, 
and we have been able to rectify 

. some of them by having the men 

involved paid for the time lost 
through the unjust penalties. 
Several other cases along the 
same line were turned down by 
management and the committee 
have submitted them to arbitra- 
tion. The outstanding one of 
these is the ridiculous penalty 
that was imposed on eight men 
from the Aircraft division for 
lining up at the clock early. 
These men were penalized Fri- 
day afternoon, Saturday fore- 
noon ,and some of them all day 
Monday. A seniority agenda con- 
taining twelve cases. was taken 
up with management and some 
gains were made. 


One discharge case was taken 
up and the discharged employee 
reinstated. This was an. absentee 
case, but the record wasn’t too 
bad at that. An arbitration agen- 
da is scheduled for Friday, Dec. 


ist at 10 o’clock. There are six 
cases on this agenda. The most 
important of these is a case from 
maintenance. Several of the 
tradesmen are dissatisfied with 
the way they have been treated 
insofar as the wage increases 
granted some time ago by the 
Regional Board. We. have tried 
to settle these in negotiations 
without much success, and the 
committee finally decided to send 
them to arbitration. — 

Upon going to press the deci- 
sion on the female Sanders case 
has been handed down by the Na- 
tional. War Labor Board. 

The National Board has up- 
held the decision of the Regional 
Board in granting 5c increase for 
the above classification and dis- 
missed the appeal of G.M.

Must Observe Rules 


There is $216,000,000 in the 
Unemployment Insurance Fund 
with 2,670,000 insured under the 
provisions of the Act. The max- 
imum behefit to a married per- 
son with a dependant is $14.40 
per week after the nine waiting 
days.. These were some of the 
facts cited by Mr. Leonard Coul- 
son of the Selective Service office 
here at: the last members meet- 
ing where he spoke to the mem- 
bers on Unemployment Insur- 
ance. 


He said that there were four 
conditions to observe. First that 
the person seeking benefits must 
have paid in for at least one hun- 
dred and eighty days. Then it 
must be applied for as it does 
tically. He must prove unemploy- 
not come to the worker automa- 
ment. That is that the job and 
man are separated and that for 
this reason the insured is elig- 
ible for benefits. Also the ap- 
plicant must be capable of 
work and available to take a job 
when called. Another condition 
is that when asked, the applicant 
must be willing to undergo train- . 
ing to fit him or her for a new 


type of skilled or semi _ skilled 
work, 


In case of labor dispute for 
any reason, the act does not 
apply unless the worker is not 
supporting financially the dis- 
pute in progress. 


A number of questions con- 
cerning the last clause seemed to 
establish that this part of the 
act was unfair to the Unions as 
it might be termed a means of 
breaking morale in case of such 
a dispute taking place. Many of 
the members present were not 
convinced that such a regulation 
was in the best interests of the 
workers. 


Also it was pointed out that 
those in ill health could not draw 
any benefits as this insurance, 
and Mr. Coulson stressed that it 
is insurance and not relief, is for 
unemployment only. 


Also it could not be drawn 
upon if the dismissal is for mis- 
conduct or if the person seeking 
it refuses to accept suitable em- 
ployment. It was brought out 
that a great deal is going to de- 
pend upon the word “suitable” in 
establishing the right to collect 
the insurance.

THE OSHAWORKER 


Since my last report to the ex- 
ecutive, the compensation com- 
mittee of the Local 222 have 
handled the following claims:— 

—A Brother in Body dcpart- 
ment west plant whose cheque 
went astray. A new cheque was 
sent to claimant. 

-—-A Brother in Body depart- 
ment west plant who upon in- 
vestigation found his cheque was 
not made out for sufficient award. 
This error was rectified. 

—Brother in aircraft who was 
called for medical examination to 
Compensation Board in Toronto. 
This Brother was ‘given advice 
and assistance to obtain his day’s 
pay and expenses. . 

—Brother in West plant Body 
department who is a permanent 
disability: This case was cxam- 
ined and the decision rendered 
satisfactory to claimant. 

—Brother in North plant. This 
claim was one of the most com- 
plicated cases ever received by 
the committee. After consider- 
able letter writing and interviews, 
the claimant receives a cheque 
for a little in excess of three 
three dollars. 

—Brother in North plant— 
award made to claiment of forty- 
three dolars. 

Two old claims, one in north 
plant, and the other in the west 
plant have engaged the attention 
of the committee. Both cases are 
at present in the hands of the 
compensation board and your 
local committee feel that in both 
cases, we should receive a favor- 
able decision. . 

I have made two visits to the 
Compensation Board in Toronto 
and on both occasions have re- 
ceived much help and. advice. 
Two problems for consideration 
and discussion for local union 
members. 

(1) Re law of Compensation, 
Board that no documents need be 
produced in court if the chair- 
man.of Board so decrees. 

(2) Re law governing returned 
mer if pensioners and later in- 
jured in industry. 

We have the best Compensa- 
tion Board in existence but it can 
be made better. 

The worker is entitled to pro- 
tection and he can generally get 
it, providing he follows the rules. 

If injured, report immediately 
to first aid.

Discharged members of our 
armed services may become 
members of our union without 
‘payment of an initiation fee.

The pro- 
cedure to be followed is to pre- 
sent to the Union office a filled 
in Union application card—dis- 
charge paper and $1.00 for first 
month’s dues. Holders of Mili- 
tary Memberships are expected 
to start paying dues as soon as 
they return to work, 
Withdrawals: 


Members leaving the jurisdic- 
tion of our Local Union are ex- 
pected to make application for 4 
Withdrawal Card, otherwise 
their membership may terminate 
with a suspension. Holders of 
Withdrawal Cards, when eligible 
for membership, may become 
members again on payment of 
dues only. 


1945 Membership Cards: 


Many members have already 
paid dues for one or more 
months of the new year. We ex- 
pect to have the 1945 cards 
mailed during January and they 
will be punched up to date of 
mailing. If you know of .any 
member who has moved recently, 
remind him to notify the office of 
change of address, otherwise, he 
may not receive his 1945 card.

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Villeneuve Stresses Unity— _|Toolroom 
Must Not Become Divided 


The workers of Quebec are just as concerned as are 
the workers of Ontario for full postwar employment. They 
are as determined that they shall gain security and a bet- 


ter standard of life as anyone in Canada. To this end they 
are joining Industrial Unions ©——--747J-H-——_—— 


said Adrien Villeneuve ad- 
dressing the audience at the 
Open Forum on Sunday 
night, Nov. 26. 

Mr. Villeneuve stressed the need 
for mutu understanding be- 
tween the workers of Quebec and 
the rest of the people of Canada. 
He said that with the setting up 
of Unions in Quebec to take in 
the mass of the workers that 


they had flocked-in great num- 
bers to the Unions. This was not 
true of the metropolitan areas 
alone but that the instinct of 
the workers in the small towns 
toward democracy and freedom 
had made the unions as popular 
there as in the cities. 

He pointed out that since the 
start of the war Quebec had 
turned from the rural Quebec of 
the habitants to a highly: indus- 
trialized province and that it is 
necessary that the wage levels 
there should be the equal of those 
in any other part of Canada. 

He spoke of the advances made 
by Labor under the Godbout re- 
gime and the mistakes of that 
government that lost them the 
solid support of Labor and the 
consequence was a loss to the 
Duplessis forces. At the same 
time he said he wished to make 
it clear that the province had 
advanced much more rapidly un- 
der M. Godbout than at any time 
in its history. 

In winding up his remarks, Mr. 
Villeneuve urged the members 
present to do all in their power 
to prevent the forces of reaction 
securing our federal power, to 
workers and 
men and women in the armed 
services might secure the bene- 
fits of the peaceful world and the 
Canada that they have fought 
for.

This profitable fitable by-product of 
Local 222 has been a blessing to 
many of its members. Its officers 
are giving valuable time to keep 
it so, but some of this time is 
being wasted, checking claims 
that have not been filled out 
properly and others that are not 
entitled to benefits. One cure for 
this would be for members to 
read the -rules carefully——this 
would save time, aiso save your 
committee the unpleasant task of 
turning down of claims. Make 
sure you are eligible before you 
fill out a claim. 

For your convenience here are 
the questions on the benefit claim 
form so you may study them: 
Initiation Date, Name, Address, 
Dept., Representative, Last Day 
at Work, Home, Hospital, Re- 
ported Sick, Visited By, Attend- 
ing Doctor, Dues; Union, Bene- 
fits Start, At Work. 

The Doctor’s Certificate is on 
the back of form. 

The committee suggests that 
members study the claim form 
now while you are well and able, 
when one is sick or injured it is 
not always convenient. Another 
tip is do not try to put one over 
your ‘club, as this only decreases 
benefits and increases red tape. 


At the last general meeting 
November 14, 1944, Rule No. 5, 
Section (e) was changed to read: 
“A member must be in good 
standing of the Club for ninety 
days before benefits actually 
start.”
